RANDOM REMARKS. 


In not doing eo, ho cays, they ehow 
their stupidity. We are of the opinion 
that tho worklngmen of no other coun< 


v try iael each a keen lutereet iu politics 
« thoie of the United States, but they 
•re not all made after one pattern, do t 
good deal of independent thinking and 
therefore, are net easily marabaled un- 
der ope banner. We have Republican 
workiogmen, Democratic working tiien 
and Popnlist workingroeii, but to in- 
duct) them to cast aaide party fealty in 
order to inaugurate a fight of class 
against claia is something that appears 
impossible of accompUebment. If all 
the laborers of tho country .would unite 
to bring about certain ruformn which 
they are nereed upon they would prob- 
ably meet with eucceea, but these die- 
poted of other reforms would he sug- 
gested and then would come the eplit. 


The 
fact 
ifl tb&t 
the 
laborers 


are getting along fairly well under the 
present division of parties. It may 
take them a little longer to get what 
they want, but they will obtain it eome 
tiiae— if it ia something they should 
tiBve— and that without claee beint; ar- 
rayed against clftes. While there ia a 
good deal of buncombe uttered about 
the *'flons of toil" during political cam- 
paigna, each party feels a doop interest 
in their welfare— and how could it ha 
otherwise when the toilers comprise tho 
bulk of all partiee? Political platforms 
may abound in bombast and buncombe, 
bat the essence of them ie sincere. No 
party wishes to do otherwise than to 
advance the general interests of the 
country, though there ia considerable 
difference of opinion among the political 
organizations as to the methods -to be 
parsaed to Accomplish thie. 


As for the welfare of the laboring 


mac, wo believe that tbe moat searching 
investigation would enow that in the 
general legislation of the country his in- 
terests bave received at least as much 
eoaiideiation aa those of any other claee. 
In troth where legUUtion refers to the 
workiogman It a 1 way a is of a protective 
character, while that referring to the 
wealthy io generally reprecaive.

On the whole, therefore 
the laboring men of this country have

Their con- 
dition compares more than favorably 
with that of tbe foreign workingmen 
•ad is continually improving. There 
•n beyond doubt deiirable reforms yet 
to ba carried ont, but thii may be ac- 
complishtd without arraying tbe labor 
eri ftgainet the remainder of tbe people

Butternuts, walnuts, hickory nuts nud 
filberts, hein^' hard shelled, will Itoop in 
growing condition mueh longer, but 
(should bo planted iu tho fall, us they 
gei'ininato bi'ttur when allowed to freeze, 
aa that eraeks tho shell. 


Tho fall planliiiK is jmturo's own 


plan, and tho nearer wo follow her ways 
tho better results wo may expect. An- 
other thing, do not plant tho nuts deep. 
Nature drops them on tho surface, and 
yivos them a thick covering of leaves ii 
winch tho dirt catches as H blows about 
then tho enow covers all and helps tbe 
leaves to decay nnd form a covering of 
leaf mold for tho trou tu grow in. 


It is not practicable for any of us to 


try to raise all theso kinds of nuts, but 
soleet tho ones most likely to succeed in 
our climate, ami by proper cary ami at- 
tentiou make a success of it.

not reap the benefit of our labors, but 
our children will and their;; uftw them.
